tt has often been remarked that’ the 


British people are at once the moat indo- | 


pendent and long-suffering subjects in 
the world, ‘To represt‘an Anglo-Saxon’s 
desire to criticise and_take exception to 
the character and mode of his Govern- 
ment, would be to generate an explosive 
material. which might probably turn out 
to be really dangerous; and yet it ia 
wonderful, ag“well as highly creditable 
to the law-abiding instincts of English- 
men, how far those entrusted with power 
may go against the publio sentiment 
without causing the political pot” of 
an English community to.“ boil over,” 
This condition-of things has probably 
been more forcibly illustrated in Hong- 
kong during the last twelyemonths than 
it has ever been’ since the island was 
annexed to-the British Crown. There 
are of course exceptional circumstances 
naturally surrounding: the adminis- 
tration of Crown Oolonies, which must 
be borne in mind when looking broadly 
at this question of administration ; 
although hitherto those Governors whose 
discretion was not beclouded’ by party 
weal or impracticable theories have 
generally been wont to glove the 
iron hand of autocracy. Tt may 
be, however, that the experience of the 
past twelve. months in this Colony is the 
unavoidable preoursor of better things} 
and that, after having toiled along the 
rongh and crooked" way in which the 
blunders, distortions, tortuosities and 
quibbles of the’ present administration 
have led it, the community will ere long 
omerge a freer and a happier pleted 
the wholesome atmosphere of repressn« 
tative institutions. As Sir George Grey 
lately: informed the electors of New Zea 
land, it is the legal and constitutional 
right of the Colonists there to nominate 
tho officer who should be called upon to” 

overn them, and it may be thaton a 

y not far distant tho residents of 
Hongkong willbe granted the power of 
recommending those who shall rule over 
them, and exercise that right,.as well as

Earl Beaconafield and the advent of 
“Jingoism.”’ We may, however, take 
conkolation in. the assurance that, what- 
ever shape events may take, it- will be 
most interesting to watch the develop- 
ment of-the great problem in constitu- 
tional Government which Mr Pope 
Hennessy (with only one or two adsist- 
ante) has evidently set himeelf to solve 
in this benighted and: batren island.

We have received information of an attempt 
to ‘utilize the Bonin Islands which is tar 
from being so promising as the devolopment 
of the Loochoos, Itis stated to us on good 
authority that an attempt is to be made to 
grow coffee there, For more reasons than 
one, this isa great mistake, Coffee-planting 
ig most uncertain, ‘unsatisfactory, gambling, 
Reart-breaking work, ‘Lhe slightest irre- 
gularity of climate, or natural convulsion at 
any df the oritical periods through which 
the plant has to pass, destroya the fairest 
hopes of a year’s crop; and though’ one 
good year makes up for several bad ones— 
such seasons are few and far. between. ‘The 
cultivation of the plant, too, requires almost 
half a lifestime’s experience, and for this 
reason alone—patience and porsovaranca.pe- 
ing qualities totally wanting in the Japanese 
charaoter, the experiment is certain to fail, 
Or, granting an occasional suovessful year, 
what do the. Japanese propose: to do with 
their crop ‘when they get it. Qoffee is 
not a national beverage, and mosi, unlike- 
ly to hit the taste of a people accustomed 
to Japan green tea; while to hope to find a 
market for it in Europe, or elsewhere, in 
competition ‘with the produce of Arabia, 
Ceylon, Java and other countries whioh hold 
the command of the trade is as absurd, and 
chinierical a notion og that of attempting to 
inake Black Teas to rival those of China and 
Indio, Itisin the development of Japan’s 
own special products that increase of her 
wealth must be sought; notin wild, expensive 
and reckless experiments at soclimatzation 
of ‘new plants or new induatries, In carrying 
out which--she—must—alwaya .be heavily. 
handicapped in the race with. rivala who 
have so many advantages over her,
